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Literacy rat* in Pakistan, on th* vhol* is 2 &* 7 % 
wh*r*as in N*W*F.P., it is only 14*3# with th* variation 
fro* population to population* This being alarmingly low 
needs immediate attention* 



There already exists a formal system of education 
in the country which arranges to educate children from prim- 
ary up to seconcary level and as a matter of policy a large 
number of primary schools are opened or upgraded every year 
to provide more facilities for the expansion of education* 

Th* Government has also shown intension to universalis# edu- 
cation upto clase-V by 19 87 for boys and by 1992 for girls* 

Though the Government has continuously been trying 
to spread literacy through formal system of education during 
th* past 58 years yet there has been a negligable rise in the 
percentage of literacy rate* There are many contributing 
factors to it* The main factor is considered to be the 2*8 % 
annual increase in population in the country which betray* our 
annual budget allocated for the Primary Education* Then there 
ia an indifferent attitude of the parents towards education 
in the rural areas and particularly for the education of girls* 
Poverty* particularly in rurhl areas of the country is another 
hinderanc* in the increase of enrolment* Mtaplanniag, inadeq- 
ate physical facilities in schools, faulty supervision and 
authoritarian and unsympathetic attitude of teachers towards 
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students are son# of the factors due te which the students 
drop out before they acquire the literacy skills* These fac- 
tors lead to poor enrolraent and a low rate of retention* The 
result is that a bulk of illiterates is added every year to 
the existing lot* Bo the percentage of literacy is moving at 
a very Slow pace* This state of affairs* badly affects our 
national developmental programme because no progress can be 
visualised without skillful participation of the people* 

If we want to utilise our manpower to its full capa- 
city « we would have to improve upon the situation by supplemen- 
ting md suppoi ting our formal school system by opening literacy 
centres in the Province through Literacy >wA Mass Education 
Programme# 



With this objective in mind tho Government of N*W*F*P* t 
through the Bureau of Curriculum Development and Education Ext- 
ension Cervices had made the Literacy Programme a regular feat-

No budget by tha Provincial Government was given for 
the purpose for 1984-85* A sum of Rr, 5 lac was allocated by the 
Federal Cover aaant (L*A,M*E.C) on tha basis of PC-I Font for Lit* 
•racy Pr o#r«a«e. The work on tha project wao started in March, 

1984 by planning, selection of the centres and training of Instru- 
ctors and Cupervioore* In tha 1st phase 186 centred were opened 
and concluded on 31 *5* 1985* In the 2nd phase 36 oentres were opened 
v.e.f, 16,12,1985 to 31.5-1986. About 384? Male and fanale illit- 
erates have been made literate* The detail is given In the end of 
the table above. 




Three Workohops/Traini g Courses of three day* duration 
were h*?ld each for the Master Trainers, Supervisors and Instructor® 
before the oa*me&cem©at of the Prograaae on 29*51«t May, 1964, 

12-1 5th September, 1964 and 4-7 th December, 1904 respectively* 
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Tile purpose of these courses was to lot tho participant* 
know and fool tho urgency of tho programme* got them acq- 
uainted with aoao of tho techniques required and given thoa 
soae basio inforaation and skills and Methods of teaching* 
handling tho adults and guiding tho teachers and supervising 
tho programme* 

OPENING OF LITERACY CENTRES i 

As already Mentioned tho programme was organized 
in two phases* In tho 1st phase 42 foaalo and 144 Male centres 
were opened* Which were started v*e*f« 1*10* 1984 to 31 *3* 1985 fc 
16*12*1984 to 31*5*1985 respectively* Out of these 155 centres 
functioned during this period and 31 contree were olosed for 
being unsuccessful* 



It was expected that Be* 5 lac would be utilized on 
these centres upto 31*5*1985 hut the process of payment being 
lengthy and laborcous it was rtvaaled after clearing the payment 
that an amount of Rs*67096*75 was laft utilized* Therefore* in 
the second phase 36 centres were again started for the utilization 
of the remaining amount w*e«f* 16* 12.1985* Out of these 29 centres 
functioned till 31*5*1986 with the enrolenent of 647 adults* Thus 
about 3847 adults were made litarate during this period in l84 
centres* The list of the centres alongwith the mutiber of adults 
i® given in the annexture* 
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The centres are opened in consultation with or on the 
recommendations of the District Education Officers* Sub Divisional 
Education Officers* the Supervisors or on the demand of the peoples* 
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These centres are mostly located in government schools 
or in Darul-ul-Ulooms and the staff of these Institutions 
is employed by their Heads on part time basis* The teachers 
are paid Re*200/-P.M and the Peons are given Rs*25/-P*M« 

If the centre is in a High School or Darul-ul-Uloom , its Head 
is also paid Rs*40/-P.M eo that he may help in the programme. 

In order to meet the unforeseen expenditure on the contingent 
charges a sum of fts«3Q/-P«M ie given to each centre* The payment 
to each centre is mad# by the Bureau through the S*D*E*0/3uper- 
visor on the receipt of his visit reports and attested Vouchers/ 
Bilim* The process is, however, labor ioua and takes much time by 
repeated correspondence* 

SUPERVISION ! 

The SPEOs concerned were given training in the begin- 
ing with the objective to help as a Liason Officer between the 
Bureau and the fi*ld staff, guide the teachers in the selection 
of centres and help them in teaching and handling the adults & 
shift the unsuccessful centres to a needy place. They have been 
sending reports and other relevant papers on the basis of which 
the payment to the staff of the centres was made* 

THE MATERIAL AID* 

Books (Naya Din and Aasan Hioab) Note Books, Pencils 
and charts were given free of cost to each centre ® 20 adults 
per centre with the assumption that each centre would enrole at 
least 20 adults. The stationery mentonmd above was distributed 
through the S.D.B.O with the instructions to distribute these 
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articles emong the centres according to tke numbers of 
the adults enroled*
